TEXT OF “THE THIRTY-TWO PATHS OF WISDOM: The Seventh Path is 
called the Occult Intelligence because it is the Refulgent Splendour of 
all the Intellectual virtues which are perceived by the eyes of the 
intellect and the contemplation of faith. 
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TAROT ATTRIBUTIONS: The four sevens 
Seven of Wands - “Valour” - Third decant Leo 
Seven of Cups - “Illusory success” - Third decant Scorpio 
Seven of Swords - “Unstable effort” - Third decant Aquarius 
Seven of Pentacles - “Success unfulfilled” - Third decant Taurus 


PRIMARY COLOR: Green: The yellow of Tiphareth mingled with the blue 
of Chesed. On the Tree of Life, a triangle is formed from the relationship of 
Tiphareth, Chesed and Netzach. The complementary color of Netzach, red, 
is the color of Geburah which is diagonally opposite Netzach on the Pillar of 
Severity side of Tiphareth. These color associations are clues to the 
relationships of these Sephiroth
